Mid- Year  Class  History 


HpHERE  WE  STOOD — a  wide-eyed  group  of  "slimes" — gazing  at  the  great  structure 
that  was  to  be  our  home  for  the  next  three  years.  It  may  have  been  the  extreme 
cold  of  the  January  day  that  caused  our  very  foundations  to  tremble,  but  each  of  us 
knew  that  it  was  the  thrill  we  were  experiencing.  Realizing  that  we  must,  we 
gathered  courage  and  planted  our  feet  on  the  threshold  of  Waco  High.  As  we 
entered  into  the  corridors  with  bated  breath  and  wonder-filled  eyes,  a  new  life 
marched  in  beside  us. 

We  were  terror-stricken  during  our  freshman  year.  Long  before  we  reached 
high  school,  tales  had  come  to  us  of  the  terrible  teachers,  stacks  of  homework,  and 
worst  of  all — the  office  force.  However,  we  soon  overcame  the  fear  of  these  trifles 
and  found  that  the  trouble  lay  within  us.  As  we  realized  this,  we  became  adjusted 
to  our  new  surroundings. 

The  next  year  was  accompanied  by  a  great  change  in  our  class.  It  seemed  that 
the  whole  world  lay  at  our  feet  and  was  at  our  disposal.  We  became  a  part  of  Waco 
High — no  longer  heeded  the  impulse  to  be  afraid.  We  still  walked  carefully.  At 
first,  it  was  everything  to  be  allowed  to  vote;  but  then,  some  members  went  a  step 
further  and  became  commissioners.  Once  again,  Waco  High  was  governed  by  a 
girl.  Others  went  ahead  in  the  fields  of  music  and  journalism.  High  honors  were 
brought  from  the  Latin  Tournament,  debate  and  band  contests.  Members  of  the 
class  heaped  honors  on  themselves  and  won  more  awards  for  our  trophy  case. 

Here  we  pause,  just  as  we  did  on  January  17,  1938,  to  pay  respect  to  a  man 
whom  we  all  loved  and  admired — Mr.  E.  T.  Genheimer.  This  was  the  last  day  he 
spent  in  the  portals  of  the  home  he  loved  best — Waco  High  School. 

Our  senior  year  brought  no  slack  in  the  activities.  Our  high  and  mighty  Waco 
High  Tigers  started  on  a  victory  march,  won  the  District  Championship  and  went 
on  to  the  State  Finals.  The  National  Honor  Society  was  formed  and  many  of  our 
class  became  members.  The  senior  girls  were  placed  in  the  Hall  of  Fame  because 
of  perfect  agreement  on  the  type  of  clothes  that  should  be  worn  to  the  Baccalau- 
reate Sermon. 

Is  it  1940  so  quickly?  It  seemed  that  everyone  asked  the  same  question.  Real 
happiness  had  been  ours  for  we  were  a  part  of  something,  entirely  merged  into  the 
great  little  Mid-Year  Class.  We  found  that  we  wanted  nothing  more. 

During  the  Commencement  Exercises,  each  of  us  was  planning  the  road  to  take 
for  the  future.  The  roads  would  separate  us — perhaps  by  many  miles — but  we  knew 
that  one  thought  would  always  be  in  a  corner  of  each  heart,  and  that  together  we 
possessed  cherished  memories  of  the  memorable  days  in  Waco  High  School.

June  Class  History 


At  last  graduation  time,  the  time  for  which  each  and  everyone  of  us  has  been  wait- 
ing, is  almost  here.  We  are  now  mighty  seniors.  We  are  those  enviable  beings  whom 
the  slimes  so  ardently  admire  and  respect,  wondering  if  they  ever  will  be  so  lucky  as 
to  become  our  equals.  Although  we  have  watched  former  seniors  pass  to  and  fro  in  the 
halls  and  have  hoped  some  day  to  be  as  great  as  they,  we  do  not  now  feel  great  at  all. 
We  are  just  beginning  to  realize  what  is  in  store  in  the  life  before  us  and  thus,  that 
this  is  in  reality  just  our  commencement  instead  of  our  graduation. 

We  felt  very  much  like  the  little  country  boy  who  has  come  to  the  city  for  the  first 
time  when,  in  September,  1937,  we  entered  the  mighty  walls  of  this  great  institution 
of  learning  called  Waco  High  School.  We  were  amazed  at  the  great  number  of  stu- 
dents, the  noise,  the  freedom  and  sell-dependence  which  we  had  obtained,  and  at  the 
great  amount  of  knowledge  which  was  set  before  us.  These  emotions  were  mingled  in- 
termittently with  those  of  regret  for  leaving  our  friends  and  teachers  at  Junior  High 
School  and  of  fear  of  the  many  and  varied  initiations  with  which  it  was  our  lot  to 
contend. 

In  spite  of  all  this,  however,  we  soon  became  accustomed  to  our  surroundings  and 
when  1938  rolled  around  we  were  feeling  very  much  at  home.  We  had  by  this  time 
found  that  the  initiations  were  not  so  terrible,  that  there  was  nothing  to  be  feared  from 
the  great  number  of  students,  and  that  the  mass  of  knowledge  which  we  were  to  learn 
was  not  nearly  so  great  as  it  had  seemed  to  us  at  first.  We  had  become  well  acquainted 
with  our  teachers  as  they  in  their  turn  had  become  acquainted  with  us.  We  had  learned 
what  was  expected  of  us  and  had  resigned  ourselves  to  our  task  with  a  will.  During  the 
latter  part  of  '38  and  all  of  '39  we  entered  many  different  extra-curricular  activities. 
Some  of  us  chose  music,  some  speech,  some  athletics,  while  others  participated  in  vari- 
ous club  activities  of  the  school,  In  short,  we  became  a  most  important  part  of  our  be- 
loved Waco  High. 

However,  we  did  not  realize  in  the  least  how  we  had  grown  to  love  our  teachers 
and  Waco  High  itself  until  the  year  1940  came.  Then  we  realized  with  great  and  sin- 
cere regret  that  the  time  of  our  departing,  never  to  return  as  students,  was  near.  With 
this  regret  however,  we  felt  a  distinct  sense  of  pride,  for  our  class  has  borne  its  laurels 
well  from  the  beginning  to  the  end.  It  was  during  the  reign  of  our  class  that  the  Waco 
High  band  won  in  the  Regional  and  National  Band  Contests  and  it  was  during  our 
time  that  the  Waco  High  football  team  went  to  the  State  Finals,  as  fine  a  Waco  High 
team  as  has  ever  sunk  its  cleats  in  the  green  turf  and  carried  the  Gold  and  White 
proudly  on  to  victory.  Yes,  there  are  very  few  if  any  senior  classes  that  have  ever  left 
Waco  High  with  a  better  reputation  or  that  have  gained  as  much  not  only  in  mental 
knowledge  but  in  moral  virtures  as  well. 

Thus  it  is  with  deep  and  sincere  regret,  steadfast  faith,  and  high  hopes  for  future 

years  that  we  bid  farewell  to  you,  Waco  High  School.

Mid- Year  Class  Prophecy 


O  ETURNING  from  Paris,  where  I  had  seen 
the  World's  Fair  of  1950  in  my  official 
capacity  as  mayor  of  Hollywood  on  the  new  air- 
ship, Atlantic  Clipper,  I  began  to  wonder  about 
my  former  classmates.  Ten  years  had  passed  and 
the  mid-term  class  of  1940  had  scattered  to  the 
four  corners  of  the  earth,  pursuing  their  various 
ambitions  and  hopes.  While  I  was  thinking  of 
them,  someone  tapped  me  on  the  shoulder  and 
imagine  my  surprise  to  see  BERTIE  NAYLOR, 
who  was  hostess  on  the  plane.  We  had  a  long 
conversation  and  she  told  me  that  LOUIS 
BARNABY  and  THAU  FARRIS  were  pilots 
of  the  plane  and  that  BILLY  HARRIS  was  one 
of  the  executives  of  the  line.  She  also  informed 
me  that  ANNA  SOLOVEY  was  teaching  Eng- 
lish at  Texas  University  and  that  EVELYN 
DUSEK  and  KATHERINE  THOMSEN 
were  both  teaching  at  Waco  High.  I  told  her 
of  having  seen  DOROTHY  CRIPPEN  and 
ANNIE  LOUISE  SMITH  who  now  own  one 
of  the  most  fashionable  dress-making  establish- 
ments in   Paris. 

When  we  docked  at  New  York  and  I  started 
to  my  hotel,  the  first  person  I  met  was  CARL 
LONG  who  was  operating  a  chain  of  pop- 
ular restaurants.  He  told  me  that  ALONZO" 
BOWLES  and  HARRY  BLAIZE  were  as- 
sociated with  him.  He  invited  me  to  be  his  guest 
that  night  to  hear  ANDREW  KING  and  his 
orchestra,  and  1  found  that  CARL  MIDDLE- 
BROOK,  BOB  LEDBETTER,  and  GENE

When  I  reached  my  hotel,  the  KAGELER

In  the  society  section  of  that  paper  I  saw  that 
JACK  OATES  and  NORMAN  NULL  were 
honoring  JUANTTA  SHORT  with  a  dance. 
Miss  Short  was  soon  to  be  married  for  the  fourth 
time  and  among  those  in  the  wedding  party  were 
VIRGINIA  THURSTON,  LILLIAN  TIM- 
MONS,  and  LORAINE  HAMILTON.  I  also 
noticed  that  LOUISE  SCHAFFER  and  MARY 


MARKLAND  had  given  a  dinner  honoring 
RICHARD  L/ZZEL  who  had  just  returned 
irom  South  America  where  he  has  vast  oil  in- 
terests. The  guest  list  included  VIRGINIA 
MACLIN,  VIRGINIA  MAE  MILLER  and 
VIRGINIA  MURPHY,  all  well-known  social- 
ites, and  leaders  in  New  York  Society. 

I  turned  to  the  sports  page  and  there  I  saw 
a  picture  of  my  old  friend  LEO  BLANTON, 
head  coach  at  Ohio  State  University,  and  his 
assistant,  WILBUR  PETTIGREW,  with  their 
195O  squad  which  had  won  the  Championship  of 
their  conference. 

Walking  from  my  hotel  to  the  HENSON 
CAFE,  I  stopped  at  a  news-stand  and  bought  a 
Waco  News-Tribune.  On  the  front  page  was  a 
picture  of  GUY  MITCHELL,  who  had  just 
been  elected  district  attorney. 

On  the  sports  page,  edited  by  ORVILLE 
POST,  I  noticed  that  the  Waco  High  basketball 
team  coached  by  JOE  REEVES  was  expected  to 
rank  high  in  the  district  race.  BOB  CHAFFIN 
and  AWILDA  NORRIS  had  won  the  bowling 
mixed  doubles  championship  in  Waco.  Also  on 
the  sports  page  was  information  concerning  the 
wrestling  program  at  NICHOLS  ARENA. 
WILFORD  HARLESS,  champion  of  the  West 
coast,  was  matched  with  CHARLES  HAW- 
KINS, champion  of  the  Southwest.  On  the  same 
program  was  a  match  between  GEORGE  SIMS 
and  MORRIS  LINDSEY. 

On  the  society  page,  I  saw  the  following  items 
of  particular  interest  to  me:  HAZEL  PARKER, 
retiring  president  of  the  Service  League  had  a 
luncheon  in  honor  of  FAY  McCLINTOCK, 
the  incoming  president.  Principal  speaker  for  the 
affair  was  J.  B.  REEDER,  head  of  the  Sociology 
Department  at  Baylor  University.  MARTHA 
HUNT  and  MERLE  MEEKS  had  entertained 
in  honor  of  ALMA  WEINHART  who  was 
soon  to  depart  for  Washington,  D.  C,  to  speak 
before  Congress.  Many  entertainments  were  being 
planned  for  HELEN  LEWALLEN,  famous" 
New  York  City  model  known  as  the  Camel  girl, 
who  was  in  Waco  visiting  friends  and  relatives. 
The  current  attraction  at  the  Waco  Theatre 


now  owned  by  CHARLES  WITT,  featured 
JUANITA  HAYS  and  BEN  HOLLIDAY. 

On  the  literary  page  was  a  poem  written  by 
RALPH  KAPLAN  who  has  become  famous  as 
a  poet.  Also  on  that  page  was  a  book-review 
presented  by  GLADYS  GLASS.  The  book  was 
the  first  written  by  ARTHUR  REINHART 
and  is  the  best  seller  of  the  year.  There  was  also 
a  notice  of  a  lecture  to  be  given  at  Waco  Hall 
by  BLAND  SCHWARTING,  the  well-known 
explorer. 

In  reading  the  advertisements  I  saw  many 
names  which  I  recognized  as  being  those  of  my 
classmates.  Among  these  were  the  GRAHAM 
JEWELRY  STORE;  The  Fashion,  owned  by 
VERNA  BARD  and  DORRIS  CLARK;  and 
Ye  Olde  Interior  Decorating  Shoppe  operat- 
ed by  IRENE  BRAUNE  and  VIRGINIA 
THOMAS. 

There  was  an  article  on  MELBA  JANE 
CROUCH  who  was  soon  to  leave  to  take  her 
new  post  as  missionary  to  China. 

Back  in  my  hotel  I  picked  up  a  current 
magazine  featuring  stories  written  by  MARY 
EARL  GURLEY,  RUTH  MERRITT,  and 
HAZEL  ELMORE.  There  was  also  an  article 
on  the  new  full-length  cartoon  being  produced  by 
JOHN  QUICK  and  CHARLES  SHELBY.  It 
depicted  the  fairy  story  of  the  adventures  of 
Bennie,  the  Bear,  the  creation  of  WILLIAM 
TALLEY.  In  the  advertisements  there  were 
again  names  which  I  recognized.  These  were  of 
BARBARA  DANIEL  COSMETICS,  WEBB 
SHIRTS,  and  TAYLOR  RAINCOATS. 

I  then  decided  to  attend  a  show,  and  going 
down  in  the  elevator  I  met  FRANCES  DAVIS 
who  told  me  that  she  was  hostess  for  the  hotel, 
and  that  MAY  BELLE  O'BRIEN  and  ANITA 
McGINTY  were  her  assistants. 

At  the  show  I  found  that  EDNA  EARL 
EW1NG  was  in  the  ticket  office  and  WILLIAM 
THOMSEN  was  the  usher.  He  told  me  that 
NORMA  JACK  and  FORD  MORROW  were 
the  leading  actors  in  the  show.  When  the  fea- 
ture started  I  noticed  that  it  was  produced  by 
KENNETH  HARNACK,  and  directed  by 
JACQUES  NOFTZGER.  The  costumes  were 
designed  by  LILLIAN  KHOURY  and  MAT- 
TIE  THELMA  HESLOP  was  in  charge  of 
the  music.  The  Newsreel  was  very  informative, 


showing  the  new  dam  being  constructed  by  the 
GROSS  CONSTRUCTION  COMPANY. 
There  was  also  a  picture  of  ELIZABETH 
BRISCOE,  the  youngest  member  of  Con- 
gress with  her  secretary,  ANN  CHAPMAN. 
ROBERT  HOLCOMB,  who  had  just  been 
appointed  our  Ambassador  to  Finland,  was  shown 
as  he  was  leaving  for  his  post,  and  standing  be- 
side him  was  LEOLA  VERTREES,  his  first 
assistant.  In  photographs  of  sports  I  saw  TONY 
HERNANDEZ,  who  had  just  won  the  skiing 
championship,  and  the  runner-up,  LEO  HA- 
MUSEK.  Walking  out  of  the  show,  I  saw 
EVELYN  CROCKETT  and  ALMA  DAVIS, 
who  said  that  they  were  in  New  York,  working 
for  a  publishing  company  of  which  FRANCIS 
BARNES  was  manager.  They  told  me  that 
MABLE  HAZELWOOD  and  MARY  FAR- 
RAR  were  owners  of  a  florist  shop  and  that 
ALBERT  MERONEY  was  a  foreign  corres- 
pondent working  in  India. 

As  1  walked  back  to  my  hotel,  I  passed  a 
travel  bureau  operated  by  EMMETT  WHITE 
and  a  beauty  shop  owned  by  VONNIE  LEE 
FRANKLIN. 

When  I  got  back  to  the  hotel  I  met  SHELBY 
STRICKLAND  who  is  buyer  for  a  large  de- 
partment store  in  Dallas  and  was  staying  in  the 
same  hotel.  He  told  me  that  ELLEN  PAD- 
GETT was  in  Dallas  teaching  at  S.  M.  U.,  and 
that  QUINTUS  SHARP  would  probably  be  the 
next  governor  of  the  state  since  he  was  the  most 
popular  politician  in  Texas. 

A  meeting  of  the  American  Red  Cross  was 
being  held  in  one  of  the  clubrooms  of  the  hotel 
and  we  saw  that  it  was  being  conducted  by 
ANNA  MARIE  CZICHOS,  president,  and  the 
speaker  was  Dr.  NATIUS  NICOSIA,  who  was 
speaking  on  the  care  of  tubercular  patients. 

When  I  retired  to  my  room  I  thought  over 
all  that  I  had  seen  and  heard  during  the  day,  and 
I  realized  that  I  had  learned  what  had  happened 
to  every  member  of  my  graduating  class.  I  was 
pleased  to  know  that  all  of  them  were  doing  well 
and  were  carrying  on  with  that  Spirit  of  Waco 
High  which  means  so  much  in  the  lives  of  all  of 
us  who  have  attended  it.

June  Class  Prophecy 


'T^HE  Second  World  War  lasted  much  longer 
than  anyone  dared  predict.  On  April  13th  of 
the  year  of  our  Lord  of  1956,  I  witnessed  the  signing 
of  the  peace  treaty.  For  some  months  this  treaty  had 
been  impending.  In  fact,  the  world-famous  news  cor- 
respondents HOWARD  WRIGHT  and  BENNY 
GEORGE  predicted  the  close  of  the  war  on  the 
above  mentioned  date.  I  and  my  associates  from  the 
WEBB  WARD  Daily  Rocket,  JARMAN  BASS 
(editor  of  the  Bull  Shooter's  Column)  and  his  four 
well-known  assistants  VIRGIE  CROW,  WIL- 
LIAM COOP,  MAX  COKER,  and  AGNES 
HENDERSON  had  been  in  Europe  for  four  years 
reporting  the  latest  war  developments  day  by  day.

After  some  insistence  on  my 
part,  my  paper  gave  me  a  much-needed  vacation 
which  I  decided  to  spend  in  the  United  States,  and 
I  sailed  on  that  mistress  of  the  seas,  the  MARY  JO 
ELLIS,  named  in  honor  of  that  grand  lady  of 
politics  by  Manager  BILL  O'BRIEN  of  the  Great 
CECIL  FUCHS  and  DAN  FARR  Transatlantic 
Transportation  Company.  On  the  passenger  list 
were  found  the  names  of  those  soldiers  of  fortune

k.  Mcdonald,  lillian  reed,  wan  da 

KELLAR,  MYRTLE  NOLLY,  and  BILLIE 
GREEN. 

On  arrival  in  New  York,  Captain  ELWOOD 
BUTLER  could  not  be  reached,  but  Mate  EU- 
GENE CANNON  and  Purser  CLIFTON  COK- 
ER stated  that  the  voyage  was  made  without  mis- 
hap except  for  the  throwing  of  a  monkey  wrench  in- 
to the  engine  by  Chief  Engineer  CLINT  BRAZEL- 
TON  who  just  wanted  to  see  what  would  happen 
and  then  spent  six  hours  with  mechanics  BOBBY 
BIBB,  WILLIAM  BRENNER  and  EARL 
BRAY  trying  to  find  out  what  had  happened.  This 
short  delay  was  said  to  have  brought  protests  from 
MAIDA  TULL,  PEGGY  RUTH  McLEN- 
NAN,  LOUISE  GAYLE  and  MARY  BLAN- 
TON,  organizers  of  the  from  international-date- 
line-to-international-date-line-known  T.  G.  B.  Dolls, 
famous  singers  and  dancers,  who  had  to  meet  in 
Chicago,  other  members  of  the  group,  GLADYS 


HAYNES,  VIRGINIA  CHILDS,  LA  VONNE 
SCHROEDER,  MINNIE  LEE  AYRES,  MARY 
PIRELO,  and  singer  BILLIE  GENE  THORN- 
TON, to  ope.i  the  BAYLIS  FARRELL  Super 
Swank  Hot  Spot,  said  to  be  the  most  promising 
night  club  in  many  years  by  commentator  BEN 
WAIN  WRIGHT,  an  alleged  silent  partner  in  the 
venture. 

On  walking  down  the  dock  I  noticed  that  a  large 
number  of  reporters  were  gathered  around  the  gang- 
plank and  seemed  rather  excited  over  something. 
Pushing  my  way  through  the  outer  idlers,  I  came 
face  to  face  with  JEAN  MORGAN,  LOIS  EPH- 
RAIM  and  YVONNE  KENNEDY  who  came 
to  my  rescue  by  supplying  the  information  that 
GEORGE  SMITH  had  unexpectedly  returned  to 
America  and  they  were  down  to  collect  material  for 
an  editorial  on  the  human  side  of  war  for  the  MAR- 
SHAL MILES  Monday  Morning  Mirror.  Smith 
was  appointed  by  Secretary  of  State  CAMILLE 
MITCHELL,  to  go  abroad  and,  with  the  assistance 
of  such  economics  experts  as  BYRON  CUPP, 
ANNICE  BENNETT,  HENRIETTA  COBLE, 
JESSE  REYES,  and  LOUISE  PRL'DEN,  to  take 
inventory  and  see  what  had  been  saved  from  the 
wreckage  of  war.  The  report  or  any  information 
concerning  the  investigation  could  not  be  given  out 
due  to  the  fact  that  the  Government  Gazette  desired 
a  scoop,  which  fact  was  not  surprising  when  one 
remembers  that  DICK  BUSH  is  the  editor.  How- 
ever it  was  learned  from  FLO  FERGUSON,  very 
private  secretary  to  Smith,  that  the  report  was  to  be 
very  unfavorable. 

Proceeding  down  the  pier  I  could  not  keep  from 
hearing  a  rather  heated  discussion  between  WIL- 
LIAM PARKER,  JOE  PEARCE,  HERMAN 
BRAUN  and  FRED  MOSER  as  to  how  much  the 
first  two  would  charge  to  paint  the  now  uselessly 
"amoullaged  liner.

Becoming  interested  in  seeing  so  many  names 
familiar  from  high  school  days  and  knowing  there 
was  another  liner  leaving  for  Europe  the  next  day, 
I  decided  to  check  the  passenger  list  to  see  what 
could  be  discovered,  if  anything.  The  result  was 
surprising  in  that  so  many  former  Wacoans  seemed 
engaged    in    the    European   situation.    The    first    to 


meet  my  eyes  was  the  name  of  BILLY  ANDER- 
SON, the  noted  engineer,  who  was  sailing  with 
members  of  his  crew,  CHARLES  MORROW, 
RAWLS  THOMAS,  RAYBURN  WRIGHT, 
ROBERT  W.  EVANS  and  right-hand  man 
RICHARD  WALKER  and  his  secretary  LAURA 
JANE  ABEL.  It  is  known  that  they  are  being  sent 
by  the  Reconstruct-Europe  Fund,  a  charity  organi- 
zation headed  by  HELEN  RUTH  HICKS  and 
ELMER  NEWMAN.  It  was  to  be  expected  that 
there  would  be  a  large  number  of  doctors  due  to 
post  war  conditions  so  we  were  not  surprised  to  see 
the  names  of  Doctors  JOY  BLACKSHEAR, 
TOMMY  WILSON,  KATHERINE  WAT- 
SON, E.  S.  COX,  THERON  DILDY,  JOHN 
FULBRIGHT  and  HANNAH  STUPAK.  Also 
to  be  expected  and  not  found  missing  were  the 
names  of  eminent  pedagogues,  among  them  :  MAR- 
THA CLARK,  KATHRYN  DONNELLY  and 
BEVERLY  BRYAN,  (known  for  their  handling 
of  problem  children,  especially  boys)  CATHE- 
RINE AIOSS,  CLARA  NEIL,  VIRGINIA 
COPELAND,  PEARL  BETROS,  GENEVA 
STARK  and  MARY  MADALEIN  COOK. 

Accepting  the  invitation  of  JOE  SPENCE  and 
VERNTE  STRINGER,  prominent  lawyers,  to 
spend  part  of  my  vacation  in  Waco  with  them,  I 
put  my  all  too  few  clothes  in  a  grip  and  met  them 
at  the  railway  station  on  the  day  chosen  for  our 
departure.  For  several  blocks  before  reaching  the 
new  CURTIS  HARALSON  and  JACK  HARRI- 
SON Fly-Away  Railway  Station  I  could  hear  a 
conductor  shouting  'All  aboard".  Being  early  and 
having  to  wait  I  decided  to  investigate  to  learn  who 
possessed  the  over-developed  pair  of  lungs  and  found 
it  to  be  none  other  than  former  yell-leader  E.  J. 
CAMPBELL.  His  understudy,  GORDON  PAR- 
RISH,  was  recovering  from  a  strained  vocal  cord 
and   E.  J.   complained  of  being  overworked. 

We  were  not  at  all  surprised  to  be  ushered  to  our 
seats  by  hostesses  DOROTHY  BEEDSOE  and 
GRACIE  KITCHENS.

The  trip  was  pleasant  except  for  the  sudden  stops 
in  which  the  engineers  D.  W.  CAIN  and  DOYLE 
COX  took  pride.  Our  first  stop  was  in  Philadelphia 
where  we  decided  to  spend  the  night.  That  night  we 
were  attracted  to  the  Whitatkiblack  Theatre  be- 
cause we  knew  that  it  was  owned  jointly  by  MAR- 
THA KING,  SARAH  WH1TWORTH,  RUTH 
BLACKSHEAR  and  JANE  ATKINSON,  who 
had  made  the  theatre  popular  through  some  vaude- 
ville acts  in  which  they  took  part.  The  program 
we  saw  was  t.  musical  comedy  with  such  names  in 


the  chorus  as  WANDA  FAY  CROSS,  BETTYE 
KRAUSE,  ANN  PAYNE,  EVELYN  ALLEN, 
RUBY  NELL  HARKINS,  EUGENIA  HEARN, 
FRANCIS  CROSSLIN  and  LILAS  STEWART. 
This  nationally  famous  group  is  a  shining  example 
of  the  efficiency  of  the  School  of  Singing  and  Danc- 
ing founded  by  BEN  CAPERTON  with  PAUL 
CARMICHAEL,  ALBERT  HOLDEN,  A.  M. 
RICE  and  GAY  HUDSON,  as  well  as  the  only 
girl  instructor  in  the  institute,  MARY  E.  HEARN, 
as  assistants.  Much  of  the  comedy  of  the  show  was 
furnished  by  GILES  FORT,  BERLIN  HARTI- 
GAN  and  RAYMOND  HEARN  while  the  seri- 
ous moments  seemed  made  for  ALVIN  MAKOVY, 
MARGARET  DOUGHTY,  JOE  LATTI- 
MORE,  DON  POWELL,  and  FAY  MOSER. 

Some  excitement  which  necessitated  the  undivided 
attention  of  ushers  WOODROW  LYNCH, 
JACK  GILL,  ADRIAN  LUNDAY,  and  TOM- 
MY WILDER  came  during  the  show.  It  seems 
that  middleweight  champion  BILLY  RICHARD- 
SON had  entered  the  show  and  with  his  managers 
CHARLES  BRAZELTON  and  CHARLES 
KENDRICK  had  sat  in  a  seat  near  his  next  op- 
ponent who  was  doped  to  give  the  Champ  a  tough 
fight.  BOBBY  WOOD,  the  challenger,  with  his 
managers  ROY  TAYLOR,  FRANK  SWINDLE 
and  PAUL  SKELTON,  had  in  some  way  become 
engaged  in  a  heated  argument  with  the  opposition. 
To  all  appearances  blows  were  barely  avoided  but 
it  was  hinted  at  later  by  ROBERT  H.  CLAY- 
POOL,  authority  on  such  matters,  that  it  was  a 
publicity  stunt  staged  by  promoter  JOHN  Q. 
TRICE. 

The  next  day  we  journeyed  to  Chicago,  and  de- 
layed long  enough  to  attend  Faust  (that's  an  opera, 
you  guzzlers).  Members  of  the  cast  included 
MARY  JANE  PORTER,  MARY  BELLE 
WEAVER,  MARTHA  LYNN  TRAMMELL, 
MARY  ELEANOR  LEGGOTT,  KATHRYN 
TRUEHITT,  CARUSO  PIAZZA  and  yes,  1 
said  BOB  McCOLLUM.  I  did  not  know  he  sang 
but  he  did  add  to  the  looks  of  the  cast.  MARY 
WINTON  seemed  at  her  ease  at  first  violin  while 
director  DAN  McNAMARA  to  all  appearances 
was  in  a  state  of  ecstacy. 

Speeding  on  toward  Texas  in  our  oddly  con- 
structed but  comfortable  smoker,  designed  by  de- 
signers ROBERT  M.  SMITH  andVHELMA 
ELLIS,  we  turned  on  the  radio  in  time  to  hear 
announcer  JACK  VAN  ZANDT  concluding  his 
commercial  for  the  JOE  BEGNAUD  Up-Lift 
Breakfast  Food  Corporation  and  introducing  singer 
CHRISTINE  BENTLEY  appearing  with  MARY 
ANN  PUCKETT'S  all  girl  orchestra.  Members 
of    the   orchestra   were:    MARGARET   WELLS, 


ELEANOR  BUSH,  MARY  ALICE  DEAN, 
DOROTHY  CROSS,  MAXINE  RHODES, 
JUANITA  PRICE,  CHARLSIE  SAVAGE, 
MARY  LOVE  PROUTY,  CHRISTINE  MIT- 
CHELL, BEATRICE  NORWOOD,  WINNIE 
WARREN  and  EDITH  DUDNEY.  As  the 
famous  group  left  the  airways  correct  BURNEY 
WALKER  watch  time  was  given,  followed  im- 
mediately by  "The  True  to  Life  Story  of  Patty 
Pinns"  with  cast  JACKIE  HICKEY,  JEAN 
BRALY,  BETTY  COFFIELD,  PATTY  PAR- 
ROTT,  DICK  BROWN,  MARY  JEAN  DAVIS 
and  that  airlane  Romeo  RAYMOND  NULL. 
After  this  program  sports  commentator  HOLS- 
TON  CLINTON  came  on  with  his  news  broad- 
cast. Facts  of  interest  in  the  news  concerned  several 
former  Wacoans.  The  tennis  stars  BILLY  RUCK- 
ER  and  MARY  HONAKER  had  captured  first 
honors  of  the  land  in  their  last  doubles  match.  Next 
year's  football  teams  throughout  the  nation  were 
discussed  at  length.  The  Blue  Bonnet  Blossoms, 
professional  team  featuring  that  iron  man  of  foot- 
ball, HARRY  GARDNER,  along  with  WIL- 
LIAM C.  BOWEN,  MARLOW  PRESTON 
and  EARLE  RAST  were  due  to  repeat  as  champ- 
ions, according  to  coach  DAVID  KULTGEN.  In 
college  circles  coaches  LLOYD  MYERS  and 
BRITT  VILLINES  were  expected  to  produce  an- 
other winning  team.  These  coaches  have  become 
famous  for  their  ability  to  make  winners  from  un- 
derdog teams  through  strategy. 

Losing  interest  in  some  later  program,  I  began 
reading  a  newspaper  found  in  the  car.  The  first 
thing  to  come  to  my  attention  was  the  report  of  the 
National  Education  Association's  recent  meeting. 
The  meeting  adopted  a  number  of  the  suggestions 
of  leaders  DORIS  BRITTON  and  BETTY  Mc- 
INTOSH  on  methods  of  teaching.  Other  speakers 
and  officers  mentioned  prominently  were  GER- 
TRUDE B.  SMITH,  DOROTHY  KELLEY, 
MARY  MELTOX,  RUTH  GILL,  CHERRY 
CALL.  PATRICIA  ALEXANDER,  AILEEN 
HASTINGS,  NELL  BAUER,  DORIS  YANCY, 
and  RUBY  ADAMS.  A  discussion  on  "How  to 
Win  Students"  was  delivered  by  BETTY  STEW- 
ART, and  enjoyed  by  all  was  the  closing  address 
by  President  ELIXOR  WILLIS  on  the  "Promo- 
tion of  Extra-Curricular  Activities  Among  Stu- 
dents". The  address  was  written  by  her  secretary, 
ELDON  THREADGILL. 

How  Waco  had  changed !  In  the  place  of  the 
once  quiet,  small  city  there  is  now  a  crowded,  noisy 
summer  resort.  The  idea  was  MARY  HELEX 
WOLF'S  and  was  promoted  by  HELEX  MARIE 
TAYLOR  and  MARY  KATE  JORDAX.  In- 
cluded  in   the   idea  was  to  have  as  many   girls  as 


possible  in  civic  affairs  to  attract  tourists.  ANNA 
MAE  GRADEL  was  serving  her  second  term  as 
mayor.  She  ran  on  a  "Beautify  Waco"  ticket.  Vastly 
improving  Waco's  appearance  was  the  henna  rinse 
given  the  Amicable  Building.  HAZEL  JEAN 
MARTIN  as  building  inspector  had  suggested  the 
use  of  rainbow  colors  for  the  buildings  being  con- 
structed at  this  time  by  the  WALTER  STEWART 
Construction  Company.  Stewart  did  not  approve  of 
the  idea  at  first,  but  was  soon  persuaded  by  Miss 
Martin's  able  assistants  EVELYN  HUGHES, 
VIRGINIA  LOUISE  JENKINS,  and  EVELYN 
KRETZSCHMAR  to  give  the  idea  a  trial.  The 
grounds  around  WACO  WATER  WORKS  were 
being  landscaped  under  the  direction  of  Water  In- 
spector KATHRYN  MORGAN. 

Waco's  crime  rate  was  lower  than  it  had  ever 
been  in  the  history  of  our  fair  city.  This  was  at- 
tributed to  the  policies  of  Police  Chief  FRAXCIS 
TEKELL.  The  new  patrol  cars  were  simply  lusci- 
ous in  their  new  paint  jobs  of  baby  pink  and  blue, 
and  such  pleasure  had  been  expressed  bv  drivers 
VIRGINIA  LAXGSTOX,  FAY  MADDUX 
and  JOYCE  MERCIER,  that  it  had  been  decided 
to  put  dotted  Swiss  curtains  in  ALL  the  cars. 
Police  announcers  CLAUDIE  and  CLYDIE 
TURNER  added  variety  to  their  announcements 
by  signing  off  with  torch  songs. 

City  Commissioners  MELBA  WEST,  MARY

MOND COLEY,  WILLIAM  GORDON,  and 
CHARLES  FIELDS  objected  to  the  skirts,  but 
were  soon  overruled  by  the  girls,  who  told  them 
that  if  the  Scots  could  wear  skirts  so  could  Waco's 
police  force. 

Lake  Waco  had  been  made  at  least  three  times 
larger  by  engineers  ROY  BRAUN,  GLORIA  Mc- 
KAY.  and  DOROTHY  ADELL  SMITH.  Dur- 
ing my  short  visit  I  was  privileged  to  witness  one  of 
the  semi-annual  aquacades.  This  water  show  direct- 
ed by  capable  MARY  ANN  SOXXTAG  boasted 
of  such  diving  and  swimming  stars  as  DOROTHY 
SMITH,  HELEX  STAXISLAV,  PEGGY  PAR- 
DO,  MARY  AXDREWS,  ILLEEXE  WOOD, 
PAULA  WELCH,  ELEAXOR  IOHXSOX, 
RUTH  LEWIS,  MARGIE  MAXEY  and 
JUANITA  JOXES  all  featured  in  the  Mermaid 
Swimming    Routine.    RUTH    JAXE    SUNDAY 


was  declared  queen  of  the  show  by  judges  DIXIE 
FULLILOVE,  LLOYD  BAILEY  and  S.  W. 
HARRIS.  On  the  beach  I  saw  NELL  LEDBET- 
TER,  JEAN  HUTSON,  ESTHER  GREEN, 
NORMA  JEAN  EVANS,  GERALDINE  DAVIS 
and  EVA  LONG,  who  were  a  part  of  the  publicity 
program.  I  also  saw  movie  stars  WANDA  KLINT, 
BERTHA  HICKEY,  HELEN  YARBROUGH 
and  MARTHA  ANN  WORTH  AM  among  the 
spectators. 

Upon  re-entering  the  city  proper  there  came  to 
my  attention  a  large  sign  bearing  the  name  BACH- 
MAN  GREER  Smart  Shop.  Hastening  to  enter  to 
pay  him  a  visit  I  was  greeted  by  WILLIAM  E. 
RIDLEHUBER  and  VERNON  STOLTE  of  the 
Ladies  Shoe  Department  and  through  the  ensuing 
conversation  learned  that  MARCY  McKINNEY, 
WILMA  KRETZSCHMAR,  MARY  JOYCE 
WOODARD  and  MARJORIE  WINN  ako  were 
employed  in  the  store  and  that  in  the  rear  a  very 
exclusive  beauty  shop  was  managed  by  MARTIN 
TODARO,  and  operated  by  DORIS  WOLKOFF, 
WANDA  CRAWFORD,  DOROTHY  WEM- 
PLE  and  AUDREY  NEWMAN. 

Having  completed  my  tour  of  the  store  and  turn- 
ing once  again  toward  the  entrance,  I  came  face  to 
face  with  JOHN  VON  BLON  who  had  turned 
book  collector  and  insisted  I  have  dinner  with  him 
and  then  inspect  his  collection.

Further  in- 
vestigation disclosed  a  large  number  of  out-of-town 
guests  such  as  ILLIEMAE  MILLER.  EVELYN 
MARIE  MARTIN,  O.  V.  STEPHENS,  JR.  and 
ODELL  KELLY.  It  was  my  good  fortune  to  be 
seated  near  LYNN  L.  KENNEDY  at  the  table 
who  through  some  twist  in  the  conversation  began 
relating  what  he  knew  of  our  classmates.

GWENDOLYN  NILSSON, 
the  Safe  Safety-Pin  heiress,  happened  to  be  on  the 
train  and  upon  our  arrival  she  was  greeted  bv 
Mayor  CLAYTON  CARPENTER  and  presented 
the  kev  to  the  city  made  bv  the  RENA  TINER  and 
MARGARET  ANN  PONDER  Key  Factory. 
The  city  was  in  a  turmoil  at  the  time  because  of  the 
Meal  Ticket  Party  convention.  The  local  paper 
stated  that  there  was  much  talk  by  party  leaders 
DOROTHY  WOOLEY,  MARY'  JO  THREL- 
KELD,  ANNA  LOUISE  PAYNE,  and  BILLIE

Senator  CHARLES"  JENK- 
INS, delegate  from  newly  admitted  Hawaii,  and 
Governor  ELBERT  CHATHAM  of  Nebraska 
were  unsuccessfully  trying  to  avoid  a  party  break. 
The  leaders  pretended  that  the  main  issue  causing 
the  split  was  whether  oyster  or  fruit  cocktail  should 
be  served  with  the  meal-for-everyone  proposed  by 
the  Party,  but  in  reality  it  was  a  desperate  attempt 
by  the  men  to  retain  party  control. 

During  my  short  stay  I  could  not  miss  the  op- 
portunity of  visiting  Lake  Michigan  to  see  that 
marvel  of  science.

The  new  method  of  lake-salting  was  being 
studied  during  mv  visit  bv  LOYEE  McNEILL 
and  DUANE  TENNYSON  to  get  all  practical 
information  on  the  fad  for  a  possible  similar  venture 
bv  Duckhaven  authorities,  of  which  little  city 
CLTFTON  TORRENCE  was  mayor. 

Well,  I  am  back  in  New  York  settled  down  to 
routine  work  again.  Besides  the  interest  my  visit  to 
Waco  afforded  me,  I  have  acquired  a  new  respect 
for  my  former  Waco  High  classmates,  due  to  their 
many  and  varied   achievements.

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The  Season

POWERFUL  on  the  offense,  alert  on  pass  de- 
fense, and  the  best  all-around  team  that  Waco 
High  has  had  on  the  gridiron  in  12  years  was  the 
Tiger  team  of  1939.  it  was  a  team  with  stamina, 
polish  and  poise.  It  was  a  machine  which  clicked 
on  all  cylinders  when  all  the  boys  were  in  there, 
lacking  only  one  little  asset  of  being  one  of  the 
greatest  Waco  High  teams  of  all  time.  This  Tiger 
team  of  1939,  fashioned  by  that  master  strategist, 
Paul  Tyson,  ably  assisted  by  Charley  Moore  and 
Ernest  Bernhausen,  had  several  key  men — boys  who 
did  much  to  make  the  machine  click,  and  who  could 
not  be  replaced.  In  that  last  sentence  you  learn  the 
reason  why  Waco  High's  football  team  of  1939  was 
not  the  state  champion  as  were  the  teams  of  1 92 1, 
1922,  1925,  1926  and  1927.  The  Tigers  did  not 
have  the  reserve  strength,  and  were  not  fortunate 
enough  to  go  into  the  last  and  hardest  game  at  lull 
strength,  but  even  then  with  the  breaks  even  th. 
Tigers  would  have  won  the  game,  but  when  the 
advantage  of  breaks  over  which  only  the  Divine 
Power  has  control  went  to  the  rival  team  for  the 
day,  the  handicap  became  too  great. 

However,  some  of  the  brightest  pages  of  Waco 
High  football  history  were  written  by  that  fine  team 
01  '939'  which  played  together  with  a  one-for-all 
and  all-for-one  spirit.  It  was  a  team  that  had  great 
inspirational  co-captains  in  Lloyd  Myers,  a  lineman, 
and  Bob  McCollum,  a  quarterback.  It  was  a  team 
that  played  one  of  the  hardest  schedules  in  Waco 
High  history.  It  was  located  in  a  strong  district,  and 
in  addition  had  games  that  did  not  count  with 
Corpus  Christi,  defending  state  champion,  and  early 
favorite  to  repeat,  and  Wood  row  Wilson  High, 
which  later  won  the  championship  of  all  north 
Texas.  The  Waco  High  team  also  had  a  non-con- 
ference game  with  Tyler  High,  champion  of  all  east 
Texas  and  a  team  that  had  not  met  defeat  in  23 
consecutive  games  until  it  played  Waco.  The  main 
strength  of  the  powerful  Waco  defense  lay  in  the 
brilliance  of  five  star  backs,  Bob  McCollum, 
Leverett  Bowen,  Bob  Burke,  Leo  Blanton  and 
Francis  Pulattie.  Due  to  his  great  defensive  brilli- 
ance there  was  no  replacement  for  McCollum  and 
no  replacement  for  any  of  the  other  four.  The  long 
grind  took  much  from  the  boys,  and  when  the  Tigers 
had  to  stage  a  stubborn,  hard  fought  defensive  duel 
with  the  up  and  coming  and  heavier  Stephen  F. 
Austin  team  in  Houston,  the  Tigers  had  little  left 
for  the  championship  game.  The  Waco  boys  won  that 
game  in  the  mud  against  the  strong  Houston  team, 
but  injuries  mounted  high,  and  the  team  which  went 
on  the  field  a  week  later  against  Lubbock  in  Dallas 
was  but  a  shell  of  the  high  geared  Tiger  team  of 
November  and  early  December.  Yet  this  team  came 
from  behind  to  lead  Lubbock  in  the  last  quarter,  1 4 
to  13,  only  to  finally  lose  the  game,  20  to  14.  The 
Tigers  lost  it,  but  a  fumble  on  the  goal  line  cost 
them  one  touchdown,  and  a  fumble  down  near  the 
Lubbock  goal  in  the  last  quarter  cost  them  another, 
while  the  loss  of  Bob  McCollum  cost  the  Tigers 
much  in  defensive  strength. 

Apparently  the  Cotton  Bowl  of  Dallas  placed 
some  sort  of  a  blight  on  the  efforts  of  the  Tigers. 
There  they  started   the  season   against  Woodrow 


Wilson  of  Dallas,  and  finished  it  in  the  state  champ- 
ionship game  against  Lubbock,  losing  both  games 
not  through  interior  ability,  but  through  breaks  of 
the  game.  Against  Woodrow  Wilson  in  a  practice 
game  the  Tigers  were  in  complete  charge,  had  a 
lead  of  7  to  fa,  and  late  in  the  game  had  the  Wild- 
cats on  the  run.  Down  to  the  five-yard  line  they 
advanced  with  only  five  minutes  to  play.  A  short 
pass  was  attempted,  but  it  was  blocked,  falling  into 
the  hands  of  Watkins,  Wildcat  center,  who  ran  90 
yards  for  a  touchdown  which  won  the  game  for 
Woodrow  Wilson,    12   to  7. 

Hopes  were  not  so  bright  for  Waco  the  next  week 
when  they  opened  at  home  against  the  feared  an^. 
iavored  Corpus  Christi  team,  but  in  that  duel  the 
Tigers  showed  their  first  flash  of  championship 
ability  by  winning  the  game,  four  touchdowns  to 
one.  Waxahachie  and  Hillsboro,  two  district  rivals, 
were  then  overwhelmed  in  a  row,  after  which  came 
the  crucial  game  with  Corsicana  in  Corsicana.  Play- 
ing perhaps  their  greatest  game  of  the  entire  season, 
the  Waco  boys  conquered  their  old  rival,  four  touch- 
downs to  one.  Then  came  Bryan,  and  despite  the 
fact  that  Leo  Daniels  of  Bryan  took  the  opening 
kickoff  90  yards  for  a  touchdown,  the  Tigers 
slaughtered  that  team,  66  to  19.  The  Tigers  became 
district  champions  when  in  the  rain  and  mud  they 
defeated  Cleburne  High,  13  to  O,  but  it  was  a  costly 
victory  for  in  that  game,  Price,  who  had  been  play- 
ing a  marvelous  game  at  tackle  for  the  Tigers,  went 
out  for  the  season  with  a  knee  injury.  The  Tigers 
went  to  Tyler  and  decisively  snapped  the  winning 
streak  of  that  team,  and  in  rain  and  mud  on  Thanks- 
giving defeated  Riverside  of  Fort  Worth,  7  to  O. 

Waco  met  a  great  Breckenridge  team  in  the  fii"t 
bi-district  game  and  staged  a  dramatic  comeback  to 
win,  27  to  13,  the  Buckaroos  gaining  a  13  to  0  lead 
in  the  first  quarter  and  seemed  headed  for  an  easy 
victory.  The  Tigers  then  had  to  play  Tyler  again 
in  Tyler  and  once  more  won  a  decisive  victory. 
Waco  lost  the  toss  and  the  next  week  had  to  go  to 
Houston  for  the  semifinals,  winning,  7  to  0,  and 
then  back  to  the  Cotton  Bowl  the  Tigers  went.  On 
the  same  gridiron  where  the  Tigers  started  with  a 
heart  breaking  defeat  they  finished  with  another 
heart-rending  loss. 

It  was  nevertheless  a  far  greater  record  than  the 
mo.'.t  ardent  Tiger  admirer  dreamed  at  the  start  oi 
the  season.  It  was  the  first  Waco  High  eleven  that 
had  advanced  to  the  finals  in  12  years,  and  the  first 
Waco  team  that  had  won  the  district  championship 
since  1929.  It  was  a  team  which  fought  with  all  the 
fury  that  flaming  hearts  could  muster — a  team  which 
gave  its  admirers  some  of  their  most  thrilling 
moments  of  all  time,  a  team  which  went  all  the  way 
to  the  finals  on  dogged  determination,  and  the  fight- 
ing heart  of  this  great  team  came  within  one  yard 
of  carrying  this  team  to  a  state  title  long  after 
aching  muscles  were  hardly  capable  of  carrying  on. 
It  was  a  team  which  was  a  credit  to  the  school,  a 
credit  to  Waco,  and  one  that  exemplified  the  tradi- 
tional fight  of  the  Gold  and  White,  for  it  had  the 
indomitable  spirit  of  the  great  teams  of  the  early 
twenties  that  made  that  store  of  determination  and 
never-say-die  spirit  a  sacred  tradition  of  Waco  High.

TN  their  opening  game,  the  Tigers  suf- 
fered a  heart-breaking  defeat.  Leading 
by  a  score  of  7  to  6,  late  in  the  last  quarter, 
Waco  seemed  certainly  headed  for  an- 
other score  as  it  held  the  ball  on  the 
Woodrow  7  yard  line,  and  was  pushing 
the  Wildcat  line  back  with  tremendous 
power.  Then,  perceiving  that  the  Dallas 
team  was  playing  a  nine  man  line  in  an 
effort  to  stop  the  vicious  Tiger  drive, 
Quarterback  Captain  Bob  McCollum 
smartly  called  a  pass.  As  Blanton  faded 
back  and  fired  it,  two  red-shirted  Wilson 
lads  charged  in  and  deflected  the  hall  up- 
wards. The  Wildcat  center  gathered  it 
in  and  ran  85  yards  unmolested  for  a 
touchdown,  giving  Wilson  its  margin  of 
victory. 


Waco  made  its  touchdown  in  the  first 
period  on  a  long  sustained  drive,  with 
Blanton  and  Pulattie  carrying  most  of  the 
time.  Woodrow,  also  on  a  sustained  drive, 
scored  its  first  touchdown  in  the  second 
period.  While  the  Tigers  lost  the  game,

Howard  and 
Myers  stood  ouVT-ft—lrie  line,  if  anvone 
could  be  said  to  have  stood  above  the 
others  in  that  department.  The  Tigers 
suffered  from  inexperience  and  from  the 
fact  that  some  experimentation  was  neces- 
sary to  find  their  strongest  combinations. 
But,  on  the  whole,  their  showing  was  en- 
tirely satisfactory. 

Waco  2/ — Corpus  Chnsti  6 

Corpus  Christi,  the  1938  State  Cham- 
pion, was  a  decided  favorite  to  beat  Waco 
when  they  met  in  an  early  season  game. 
But  the  Tigers  surprised  everyone  not 
only  by  beating  Corpus,  but  bv  beating 
them  to  the  tune  of  27  to  6. 

The  Tigers  scored  first  in  the  opening 
period  on  a  sustained  drive  which  started 
from  their  own  20.  This  drive  was  fea- 
tured b\  the  pulverizing  power  of  Francis 
Pulattie  who  repeatedly  cracked  gaping 
holes  in  the  Buccaneer  line.  Corpus  came 
smashing  back  in  the  second  period  with 
the  wind  (a  decisive  factor)  at  its  back. 
A  long  sustained  drive,  featuring  brilliant 
running  plays,  tied  the  score  for  the  State 
Champs.  But  even  with  the  wind  against 
them,  the  Tigers  did  not  let  this  situation 
stand  long.    They  replied  in  kind  with 


spectacular  power,  finally  scoring  a  touch- 
down from  the  18  yard  line  on  a  run  by 
Bob  Burke.  Waco  had  the  wind  against 
it  in  the  third  quarter  and  had  to  fight 
desperately  to  stave  off  several  Corpus 
drives,  one  even  penetrating  the  Tiger  5 
yard  line.  Late  in  the  period  the  Tigers 
started  moving  again.  Starting  from  their 
own  3o!Jptp^!?ove--crnwn  tlwr^field  on  a 
successioyof/^nnT^g  plays  for  a  touch- 
down, in  spite  of  one  fumble,  that  cost 
them  2c^frd^0ja-4-hc  kickoff  following 
this  score,  Corpus  fumbled  and  Waco 
took  overtoil  the  Buc's  17  yard  line.  From 
here  the  Tigers  scored  their  "final  touch-

Post  was  outstanding  at  end  and 
Pulattie,  Burke,  and  Bowen  did  well  in 
the  backfield.  The  Tigers  literally  beat 
the  great  Corpus  team  into  the  dirt  by 
sheer  power,  and  one  of  the  finest  ex- 
hibitions of  blocking  ever  turned  in  by  a 
Waco  High  team.  But  the  game  was  a 
prime  example  of  the  results  of  the  coach- 
ing genius  of  Paul  Tyson,  whose  clever, 
tricky  plays  were  directly  responsible  for 
at  least  two  Tieer  scores.

This  run,  which  would  kSEhJjreI?ri 
considered  remarkable  on  a  dry  HeldH^ 
positively  miraculous  on  that  night's  w 
one.  The  Tiger  blocking  on  that  play  was' 
so  ferocious  that  when  Bowen  stepped 
over  the  goal  line,  not  a  single  Cleburne 
player  remained  on  his  feet. 

The  fine  play  of  Britt  Villines  at 
guard  despite  his  lack  of  experience  at 
that  position,  was  a  source  of  extreme 
gratification  to  Tiger  fans.  Bowen  spark- 
plugged  the  Waco  backfield  with  his 
broken  field  running  and  Blanton  played 
a  magnificent  game,  passing  and  punting 
with  great  finesse  and  power.

One  of  the  peculiarities  of  the  game 
was  the  difference  in  the  Waco  machine 
of  the  first  half  and  the  one  of  the  last 
half.  In  the  first  half  the  Tigers  played 
a  listless,  lazy  game,  actually  allowing 
Cleburne  to  outplay  them.  In  the  last 
half  they  were  a  smashing,  fighting 
machine,  pushing  the  Jackets  ofi  their 
eet,  andvpounding  the  last  ounce  of  re- 
istance  out  of  them.

But  when  the  Tigers  left  the  field  they 
had  won  Waco's  first  district  title  in  ten 
years,  and  they  had  the  satisfaction  of 
knowing  they  had  proved  themselves 
clearly  superior  to  every  single  one  of 
their  district  rivals.

Blanton  made  the  final  Waco  score  in  the 
same  period  when  he,  behind  beautiful 
blocking,  skirted  his  own  right  end  and 
dashed  through  the  Tyler  secondary  for 
70  yards  to  pay  dirt. 

The  fine  spirit  of  the  Tigers  in  this, 
a  game  which  would  have  been  a  let- 
down affair  for  many  a  lesser  team,  was 
especially  notable.  Leo  Blanton's  fine 
passing,  the  bruising  running  of  Pulattie 
and  the  apparent  superiority  of  the  Tiger

But  the  most  impressive  feature  of  the 
game  was  the  manner  in  which  the  Ben- 
gals handled  the  vaunted  Tyler  passing 
attack.

In  place  of  the  usual  Temple  game, 
Waco  this  year  met  the  Riverside  Eagles 
on  Thanksgiving  Day.  The  Eagles,  one 
of  the  strongest  teams  in  Fort  Worth,  and 
a'  team  which  had  greatly  improved  late 
-m  the  season,  were  expected  to  give  the 
Tigers  a  strong  battle,  but  a  heavy  rain 
during  the  night  preceding  the  game 
made  the  field  such  a  muddy  loblolly  that 
a  true  test  of  strength  was  impossible.  A 
sustained  drive  in  the  first  period  gave  the 
Tigers  the  only  touchdown  of  the  after- 
noon. During  the  rest  of  the  game  the 
ball  remained  between  the  20  yard  stripes, 
with  Waco  generally  holding  the  ad- 
vantage.

Tiger  Tracks 


On  the  way  home  from  games  out  of  town, 
the  Tigers  entertained  themselves  by  singing 
many  popular  songs.  The  team,  while  passing 
through  Corsicana  on  the  way  back  from  Tyler, 
nettled  the  populace  of  that  little  city  by  singing 
the  Spirit  of  Waco  High. 

The  Tiger  team  gave  much  of  its  attention 
in  practice  to  the  stopping  of  Wallace  Spencer, 
Corsicana's  diminutive  flyer.  With  painstaking 
care  the  Tigers  practiced  kicking  the  ball  out  of 
bounds  on  all  occasions  in  which  it  seemed  prob- 
able that  Spencer  would  receive  it.  It  was  with 
a  great  degree  of  satisfaction  that  the  team  listen- 
ed to  Corsicana's  "boos"  when  this  piece  of 
strategy  was  first  enacted  the  night  of  that  game. 
Never  once  during  the  game  did  Spencer  receive 
a  kickoff  or  a  punt. 

To  the  Tigers  the  Corpus  Christi  game  was 
looked  upon  as  a  delayed  state  championship  game. 
The  boys  felt  that  Waco  should  have  been  play- 
ing Corpus  last  year  instead  of  Temple.  So  it  was 
with  fiery  determination  that  the  Tigers  unleash- 
ed for  the  first  time  their  now  famous  touchdown 
brigade  on  the  coast  city's  Bucs. 

It  is  not  generally  known  that  for  many  years 
the  Tiger  team  would  never  ride  into  the 
stadium  grounds  while  in  a  bus.  They  would 
leave  the  bus  and  walk  into  the  field.  This  year 
the  boys  decided  to  ride  into  the  grounds,  thereby 
dicarding  superstition. 

In  addition  to  the  array  of  football  team  pic- 
tures that  decorated  the  walls  of  the  dressing 
room,  pennants  of  all  the  conference  teams  were 
added,  lending  much  color  and  freshness  to  the 
already  well  decorated  room. 

The  Tigers  met  daily  at  the  last  half  of  the 
5th  period  for  talks  by  the  coaches.  These  talks 
are  referred  to  in  football  as  "skull  practice." 

The  first  Tyler  game  was  recorded  on 
records  for  the  purpose  of  broadcasting.  These 
were  borrowed  and  played  to  the  team  the  fol- 
lowing week  at  skull  practice.  It  was  indeed  a 
most  unusual  experience  to  hear  a  game  many 
days  after  it  was  played.  The  Tigers  will  never 
forget  this  unique  experience. 


Something  new  in  Waco  High  football  was 
the  encouraging  of  a  closer  relationship  between 
the  Tigers  and  the  Kittens.  Each  Kitten  team 
member  had  a  Tiger  for  whom  he  performed 
many  small  services  such  as  packing  and  unpack- 
ing of  the  Tiger's  duffel  bag,  helping  the  Tiger 
don  his  uniform,  etc. 

The  trip  to  Tyler  for  the  quarter  finals  was 
a  well  planned  affair.  The  day  before  the  game 
the  practice  was  held  at  the  time  the  game  would 
be  held  on  the  following  day.  Following  the 
practice,  equipment  was  packed  and  players  found 
a  bus  awaiting  them.  The  team  left  at  five  and 
arrived  at  Corsicana  in  time  for  dinner  which 
took  about  an  hour's  time.  The  remaining  part 
of  the  trip  was  made  by  nine  o'clock  and  upon 
arrival  the  boys  were  ready  for  bed.  The  next 
morning  after  breakfast  the  squad  visited  the 
field  to  familiarize  themselves  with  its  general 
appearance  and  playing  condition.  The  boys 
found  this  pre-game  inspection  of  great  value. 

The  team  arrived  in  Houston  during  the 
holiday  season,  the  night  before  the  game  with 
Stephen  F.  Austin  High.  The  driver  of  the  bus 
lost  his  way  after  entering  the  business  district 
and  after  wandering  around  finally  pulled  to  a 
stop  at  the  proper  hotel.  Shrieking  of  ambulances 
and  fire  trucks  together  with  a  loud  speaker, 
perched  on  one  of  the  tallest  buildings,  which 
played  continually  far  into  the  night  offered  every 
possible  sleep  interference  combination.  In  ad- 
dition to  this  the  boys  were  awakened  early  by  a 
rain  which  continued  practically  throughout  the 
day.  .  .  . 

The  Tigers  practiced  four  hundred  and  sixty 
eight  hours  during  the  season. 

An  average  of  22  Loyj  were  played  per  game. 

During  the  last  week's  practice  the  workouts 
drew  an  astounding  number  of  visitors  who  fre- 
quently invaded  the  field  necessitating  police 
regulations  to  clear  the  grounds.  In  this  group  of 
onlookers  were  former  players  who  proudly  wore 
their  traditional  Waco  High  sweaters  which  were 
easily  seen  because  of  their  vivid  colors  and  fresh- 
ness of  upkeep.

The  Basketball  Season

T^OR  THE  first  time  since  the  high  schools 
of  the  state  have  been  divided  into 
regions,  the  Waco  High  Tiger  basket  ball 
team  of  1940  won  the  regional  title  at 
Denton  and  went  to  the  State  meet  in 
Austin.  For  the  first  time  in  15  years  a 
Waco  High  team  was  one  of  the  chosen 
few  in  the  capital  city  battling  for  the 
crown.  It  was  a  surprising  team,  and  a 
great  team,  a  team  which  was  not  expect- 
ed to  win  the  district  crown,  but  which 
not  only  won  that  honor,  but  then  met 
three  other  district  champions,  at  the 
regional  meet  in  Denton,  and  finished 
with  top  honors,  the  champion  of  four 
districts,  comprising  about  32  counties, 
including  all  of  the  schools  of  the  large 
Fort  Worth,  Dallas  and  Wichita  Falls 
area. 

Here  in  McLennan  county,  the  Tigers 
had  enough  opposition  to  indicate  that 
they  might  not  even  become  champions  of 
the  county,  for  West  High  had  a  great 
team,  and  had  won  three  out  of  four  games 
from  the  Tigers  before  the  district  meet 
was  staged  here.  The  Waco  team  met 
West  in  the  district  finals,  and  seemed 
hopelessly  beaten  with  three  minutes  to 
play.  They  rallied,  tied  the  score,  played 
an  extra  period  without  either  team  scor- 
ing, and  then  won  the  game  in  the  second 
extra  period.  Bill  Carruth  starred  in  the 
closing  moments,  scoring  the  crucial 
points  that  put  the  Tigers  in  the  game.  It 
was  a  dramatic  comeback,  and  the  Waco 
fans,  while  praising  the  team  highly  for 
its  superb  fight  against  overwhelming 
odds,  expected  to  see  the  Waco  boys  go 
out  in  the  first  game  at  the  regional  meet 
when  they  met  Woodrow  Wilson,  the 
Dallas  champion.  Once  more  the  game 
went  into  an  extra  session  when  Carruth 
dropped  in  the  winning  basket,  and  the 
Timers  were  in  the  regional  finals.  In  that 


bracket  they  met  a  great  Denton  High 
team,  and  in  the  underdog  role  again,  the 
same  band  of  determined  Tigers  won  a 
three-point  victory  and  a  regional  title — 
a  title  that  had  eluded  all  other  Waco 
High  teams  that  had  been  fortunate 
enough  to  win  the  district  title.  On  to  the 
State  meet  in  Austin  went  the  Tigers,  and 
in  the  first  round  met  San  Marcos.  An- 
other great  game  ensued,  the  kind  Waco 
had  been  playing  for  several  weeks,  any- 
body's game  from  whistle  to  whistle,  but 
this  time  Dame  Fortune  turned  on  the 
Tigers,  and  they  lost  a  heart-breaker,  28 
to  26.  The  fans  at  Austin  did  not  know 
it  at  the  time  but  that  first  round  game 
between  Waco  and  San  Marcos  was  the 
state  championship  game.  The  San  Mar- 
cos boys  went  on  to  win  the  title.  By  a 
bare  margin  of  two  points,  made  in  the 
closing  moments,  Waco  High's  basket 
ball  team  of  which  little  was  expected 
lost  the  state  title.  It  was  closer  to  the 
title  than  any  Waco  High  team  had  come 
in  the  20-year  history  of  the  league. 

To  Major  Roland  Keithly,  coach  of 
the  team,  goes  most  of  the  credit  for  get- 
ting such  remarkable  results  from  a  group 
of  boys  who  were  hardly  expected  to  be 
given  any  consideration  whatsoever  in  the 
state  race.  It  was  a  team  which  improved 
to  a  remarkable  degree  as  the  season 
progressed — a  team  which  was  at  its  best 
when  the  chips  were  down — a  team 
which,  like  the  Tiger  football  team,  was 
able  to  rise  to  heights  when  the  emergen- 
cy was  the  greatest.  Charles  Boland  and 
Bennie  Arnold  were  the  co-captains  of 
this  remarkable  team,  and  they  proved 
to  be  ideal  leaders.  Lloyd  Myers  came 
from  the  football  team  to  give  the  team 
added  defensive  strength  as  the  season 
progressed,  and  Billy  Carruth  had  the 
knack  of  being  in  his  greatest  goal  shoot- 
ing form  when  it  meant  the  most.

/CONCLUDING  its  greatest  season  in  18 
years,  the  Waco  Tiger  basketball  team 
found  itself  district  and  regional  champ- 
ion. Though  beaten  in  the  first  round  of 
the  state  tournament,  the  Tigers  had  the 
satisfaction  of  knowing  that  t 
defeat  bv  the  narrowest  of  m 
hands  of  the  team  that  was 
come  state  champion. 

Waco  opened  its  session  at 
tournament  where  it  defea 
Hill  25-19,  and  Bardwell  44- 
the  finals.
